Boiled Salad Drwinga. 


While these cannot H>e recommended 


as perfectly wholesome, they find favor 
with many people who have not iac- 
aulrert a Hklng for salad oil dressings, 
or who may fancy changes occasion- 
ally In salad dressings as well as other 
culinary 
preparations. 
Then, too, 
there are cetaln salad 
combinations 


that seem to require a dressing- that 
partakes more of the nature 01 a 
sauce I ban the mayonaise or French 
dressing, for the name salad is much 
more comprehensive than formerly. 


As the summer salad season ad- 


vances, when the abundance of fra:h 
fruits and green vegetables makes It 
possible for the salad lover to revel 
in this particular class of dishes there 
are some points in reference to the 
making of boiled salad dressings that 
may not be generally known that will 
be very acceptable information to the 
housewife. One Item is the fact that 
a boiled salad dressing may be made 
that will keep, if tightly covered and 
in a co)d place, for at least two weeks 
in the hottest weather, and when mod- 
erately seasoned and vinegar added, 
It may be used for any kind of salad, 
by either adding a little more vinegar 
and higher seasoning, or a little more 
sugar, If served with a fruit salad. 


A few easily made dressings will 


give an Idea of the variations which 
may be made with dressings of this 
class. 
A Good Home Made Dressing to Keep, 


Place in a bowl three eggs, one 


tablespoon each of sugar, one of mus- 
tard and one of celery salt. Beat ..iese 
all together until perfectly smooth ana 
then pour in gradually, beating con- 
stantly, a cup of milk or cream—sow 
makes the finest dressing. 
Set this 


over a. basin of boiling water and 
beat In rapidly -ialf a cup o.. hot vin- 
egar. Stir and cook unJl tho consis- 
tency nt boiled custard. 
Remove from 


the fire and when cold pour into small 
jars and cover tightly and place In a 
cold place. 
When serving this with 


a salad you can increase the acidity 
by adding a little hot vinegar or a few 
drops of lemon juice to the dressing, 
or better still, marinate the materials 
for the salad with a little oil and lem- 
on Juice, as this will not thin the 
dressing so much.

WAS PECULIAR. 


Eggt More Plentiful Early Than Later 


In i" j Season. 


This week Max Atlas will wind up 


for this season the business of packing 
eggs for storage. Yesterday he said 
that the receipts were so light that 
he would not get out more than a car 
load this week. 
The season has been a fairly good 


one for him because he began early 
and he has sorted at his place on Wa- 
bash avenue twenty-two cnr loads of 
eggs. Of this number nineteen car* 
contained 400 cases 
each, and three 


cars contained 300 cases each, a total 
of 8500 cases each containing thirty 
dozen eggs. 
In addition Mr. 
Atlas bought and 


shipped to Chicago and eastern mar- 
kets nearly twenty car loads that ue 
did not sort. These were bought from 
men In various small towns where they 
were gathered and then offered to the 
shippers. 
The season this year was quite dif- 


ferent from the average year in that 
eggs were more plentiful early In the 
season than at ony other time. The 
heavy dealers held off early lii the 
season on the theory that the small 
deealers would fill up on high priced 
eggs and then it would be time to lay 
in a supply. But the supply did not get 
more plentiful and 
then the heavy 


dealers began to buy. Th* result was 
that the prices edged up a little all 
the time. Then too the quality did not 
Improve as the season advanced and 
now the time has come when in this 
section at least the packers have con- 
cluded to quit. 
The bulk of the storage eggs were 


sent east this year and there are more 
eggs stored there now than there were 
last year while In Chicago there are 
not so many us there were a year a 
ago. 
Very many of the eggs that went In- 


to storage for the coming fall cost at 
first hands 12J cents per aozen.

Severe Penalties 
Attached 
to 
New 


Measure May Break Up Use. 
Buyers and sellers of cocaine are so 


restricted by the new law that has 
been signed by Gov. Yates that the 
state board of pharmacy believes that 
the evil of Ihe traffic will be wiped 
out. 
Severe penalties have been at- 


tached to the sale of the drug except 
on a physician's prescription, and this 
prescription can be filled but once. 
The proprietor of a drug store, under 


the amended law, is responsible for the 
acts of his clerks in the handling of 
any of the compounds of cocaine. A 
second offense will, 
on 
conviction, 


cause the druggist or pharmacist the 
loss of his license.

or give away any cocaine hydro chlor- 
ate, or any salts of, or any compound 
of cocaine, or any preparation contain- 
ing cocaine, or any salts of or any 
compound thereof, except on the writ- 
ten prescription of a physician or den- 
tist licensed under the laws of the 
state, which prescription shall only be 
filled once, and must 
have written 


plainly on it the name and address of 
the patient. 
Provided, That the provisions of this 


section shall not apply to sales 
at 


wholesale by any manufacturer 
or 


wholesale dealer, who shall sell to the 
druggists, or other person so Bold, as 
original packages only, 
when 
such 


manufacture or wholesale dealer shall 
have affixed to'each box, bottle or 
package, containing such cocaine, hy- 
dro clorate, or salts or compound of 
Cocaine, or preparations 
containing 


cocaine, a label specifically 
setting 


forth the proportion of cocaine con- 
tained therein. 
Any druggist or other person 
who 


shall retail or sell any cocaine 
hydro 


dro chlorate, or salts or compound of 
cocaine, or any preparation contain- 
ing cocaine or salts 
or 
compounds 


thereof, in violation of this act, and 
any druggist or other person who shall 
prescribe any cocaine hydro chlorate, 
or salts or compounds thereof, to any 
person addicted to the habitual use of 
cocaine, or any preparation or com- 
pound thereof, In any form, shall for 
the first offense, be fined not less than 
$50' nor more than $200, and for each 
subsequent offense not less than- $200 
nor more than $1000, and If ths person 
so offending shall have a license as a 
physician, dentist, or pharmacist, such 
license shall be- revoked.

Any idea that the president ought 


not to execute a law which he does 
not approve would hardly be expected 
to find lodgment in the mind of any 
intelligent American, least of all in 
that 
of 
a 
lawyer, says C.ise and 


Comment. 
But it seems to have tak- 


en deep root in the minds of leading 
New York financieis, and even, in 
that of a,"leading coiporation lawyer," 


ho Is quoted by thp piess reports on 
he subject of the recent Northern Se- 
urities decision and the action of 
he financiers thereon as follows: "I 
h'nk the report that the financiers are 
iving the country an object lesson is 
ully substantiated. It is undoubtedly 
rue that those men want to see the 
ountry fairly awakened to the far- 
eaching effect of tfie merger decision, 
r the administration persists in Its 
irescnt policy. The interests of men 
Try close to the administration 
are 


ound to be affected by a general col- 
apse of railroad values. A great many 
>rominent men today sent telegrams 
o members of the cabinet, urging the 
dminlstration to desist from any fur- 
her attack at the present time. They 
live been asked to intercede with the 
resident to prevent financial disaster 
o the country in the midst of the great 
irospeiity. These telegrams beg the 
resident to "let well enough alone." 
This quoted utterance proceeds en- 


irely on the theory that this proceed- 
ng to enforce the law of the United 
States on the subject is a "policy" of 
he administration,—an "attack" which

question. 
The prominent financiers 


nd the corporation lawyer seem to ig- 
nore the fact that th» president's oath 
equires him to enforce the l.nvs as

not a matter of politics or policy, or of 
ntent to "attack" the defendant, but 
merely an 
attempt 
to 
perform the 


sworn duty of the executive in enforc- 
ng the law. These financiers, ac- 
cording to this report, make 
their 


request of the president to suspend the 
operation of the law without any ap- 
parent appreciation of Us Impropriety 
A request that the executive disregard 
or suspend the operation of some ob- 
loxious statute, if made by members 
of a labor union, would be deemed a 
display either of ignorance or of ef- 
fronteiy, or both. So It is in the pres- 
ent instance, though neither the finan- 
ciers In question nor the "leading cor- 
poration lawyer" seem to be aware ol 
the fact. 


Another Idea, partly expressed in the 


statement of the corporation lawyer 
without seeming to realize the insult 
suggested, is that the president's ac- 
tion will be controlled, not Ijy the law 
and his duty, but by "the interests of 
men very close to the administration.'1 


It may be well for his personal safety 
that he did not himself get "very close 
to the administration" when offering 
this suggestion.

doned. The sale of new 
wheels fell 


away and t,he trust, by adhering 
to 


ts short-sighted policy of not adver- 
tising itself, absolutely collapsed, and 
what was .o~ne of the most flourishing 
manufactures decayed and 
fell 
in 


pieces. 
The bicycle is now used by 


[inly a few people, and for business. It 
shows in the most striking manner 
how unwise it is for any gainful occu- 
pation to try to exist without publlc- 
ty, and that of all schemes of adver- 
tising, tha.t./Gjf the newspaper is the 
heapest, • the, most efficient and 
the 


best. It is possible, that the bicycle 
industry may be revived by a resort 
to the measures that first made It 
successful. But this is certain, 
that, 


unless this policy be resorted to, the 
wheel-will pass away and be even less 
used than it is at present.

The Toledo Company Meets at Least 


a Temporary Obstacle. 
To this office comes a special dis- 


patch from New York to the effect 
that the Westingnouse Electric and 
Manufacturing company are getting 
out statemets for dpntracts for the new 
Corn Belt interurban line for which 
contracts for construction have already 
been let. The line is to run 
fiom Pe- 
orla to Pekin and thence to Blooming- 
ton and Decatur. The estimates in- 
clude plans foi the electrical equipment 
of a central electric station to cost 
$175,000. No figures of the amount of 
estimate for the proposed 
contracts 
can be obtained at this time. It Is 
learned that when the contracts are 
awirded foi the equipment the woik 
will be rushed to rapid completion. 


This will be the beginning of the in- 
terurban electric railway system In 
this immediate section of the state 
West of the Illinois rlvsr two or three 
lines are alieady In active opeiatlon 
A week ago last Sunday the first ex- 
cursion from Galesburg, via Ablngdon 
by electilc line, and thence to this city 
ov the Iowa Central, came hither.

TEN-THOUSAND SILK WORMS. 


Taylorville Man Gets a Consignment 


From Washington. 


Frank Morrison received about 10,000 


Bilk worms in a basket by express from 
Washington, D. C. These worms are 
sent free by the government to any 
one that asks for them. Turned loose 
in a mulberry tree, off the leaves of 
which they feed, they weave delicate 
silk threads and from these are made 
the silk which Mr. Morrison sells. The 
thread is drawn by the worm from two 
large organs or glands containing 
a 


viscid substance, which, extend along 
a greal part of the body and terminale 
in two spinnerets at the moulh. Wilh 
this substance Ihe silk worm envelopes 
Itself, forming a cocoon. Raw silk is 
produced by the operation of winding 
off al Ihe same lime several of Ihese 
cocoons, after they have been immers- 
ed in hot waler. Then the threads are 
ready for weaving. The mulberry silk 
worm is indigenous to, 
China.
